Deputy Dies Of Wounds 
While the releases were being a r­ 
ranged, Claude Dail, of Council 
Bluffs, newly deputised Pottaw atta­ 
mie county officer, died from gun­ 
shot wounds 
suffered accidentally 
Thursday afternoon while preparing 
sawed-off shotguns for emergency 
use. 
Another deputy, Joe Ludwig, was 
less seriously wounded. 
The farmers, arrested Wednesday 
night, had been fined $100 each on 
charges of unlawful assembly and 
sent to jail for thirty days in de­ 
fault of payment. Cases

others will be heard Wednesday by 
Justice Jack Dewitt, Sheriff A. P. 
Lainson told the farm strikers. 
Farmers Leaving Posts 
The invading farmers then began 
to disperse from their posts near 
the court house.

Served Since 1919 
Mr. Eynon, who had served as 
register of motor vehicles since 1919 
and more recently as deputy secre­ 
tary of revenue, announced Wednes­ 
day th a t he had been removed by 
Doctor King, whom, he said, had 
charged him with giving special au­ 
tomobile license tags to the Volpe 
brothers, slain Pittsburgh racketeers. 
Eynon denied the charge. 
Doctor King Thursday outlined a 
series of incidents which he said had

He asserted th a t “ever since he 
first became a candidate for the 
senate, and even before th at time. 
James J. Davis, junior senator from 
Pennsylvania, has been under sus­ 
picion. 
"It is not enough to say thai 
Davis has not yet 
been 
proved 
guilty. At the present moment he 
is a candidate of the republican 
party of Pennsylvania for the Unit­ 
ed States senate. 
The republican 
party cannot afford to run a can­ 
didate w'ho is under suspicion. 
If 
Davis should be convicted, his con­ 
viction would leave Pennsylvania 
lepublicans with no one of their 
party to vote for. and

W ashington, Aug. 26—Under the 
new policies oI the Reconstruction 
Finance corporation. Pennsylvania 
in the near future may be granted 
some m easure of financial relief by 
the Reconstruction Finance corpo­ 
ration. 
It is not believed, however, 
that the state 
will be given 
the 
full am ount of $45,000,000 resuested 
by Governor Gifford Pinchot. 
On his last appeal to the corpo­ 
ration the governor, aided by m em ­ 
bers of the 
house and senate

cials, re te s te d an initial loan of 
$10,000,000.
